According to 
the report Hungarians and Italians are 
encouraged to refrain from becoming 
American citizens and urged to adhere 
to the principles of their h om e gov­ 
ernments. 
Hungarians are advised to 
establish their own schools, churches, 
etc., to avoid the “terrible d anger” of 
becoming naturalized in this country. 
Mr. Braun says that while the num­ 
ber of aliens shipped to this country 
who are inadmissable on account of 
disease is diminishing, im migrants in­ 
admissable for other reasons are con­ 
stantly brought into 
this country in 
large* numbers, “by the concerted ac­ 
tion of som e European governm ents 
and steam ship 
agencies, 
by hankers 
and schem ers of all sorts,” in viola­ 
tion of all immigration laws.

organized Constitutional Dem ocrats or 
even the Social Democrats and Social 
revolutionists.
